ATIONALIZATION of silver, 

' autborized by the last con- 
gress, was ordered into effect by 
the President. This will have little 
immediate effect on the average 
cltizen, though the move ie some 
what Inflationary sod started prices 
on the upgrade. Big debtors and 
ownera of silver minea will beneft, 
but ag the value of the dollar goes 
down, the holders of securities aud 
loans suffer loss. 


The President's order directs the 
surrender to the government of all 
silver bulHon and bare within 0 
Gays, the price to be paid being 
&%.01 cents an ounce. Stiver cotns 
and sllverware are not included. 
Under the sitver purchase act the 
treagury is authorized to value the 
aillver it obtalns at $1.20 an ounce 
and to Issue ailver certificates op 
that basis, The government pro- 
poses to hold enough silver to make 
up 26 per cent of the metal backing 
of the national currency. No one 
Knows how much aliver bullion 
there la in the United States, and 
it may be necessary to make con- 
siderable purchases to China and 
India.
